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CHAIRMAN'S STATEMENT 


During the past year the emphasis in the work of the Export 
Trade Development Board has been on its role as a source of advice to 
the Minister for International Trade, and on consultation with 
officials and monitoring of government activities that relate to export 
trade matters. This has involved a definite shift in focus from the 
activities of the first two years of the Board's operation, when 
priority was given to dealing with specific items that required 
immediate attention. 


While it may be more difficult to identify significant topics 
where the Board has had a major impact on government decisions, as a 
result of this change from "fire fighting" to a more planned method of 
operation, in fact the contribution to the decision making process may 
have been greater. 


The change has also led to an expanded role for sub- 
committees which have been formed to do the detailed work on each major 
Subject. The chairman and members of these sub-committees have in each 
case taken on a considerable added workload, especially as the Board 
operates with the assistance of only a small, part-time secretariat 
from the International Trade Development Branch of the Department of 
External Affairs. This enables the Board to function at a minimal cost 
in public funds, but does require considerable effort on the part of 
members. Their names are listed in Appendix II, and I wish to acknow- 
ledge the efforts that each has put into this important work. 


In order to prevent participation from becoming too onerous, 
membership is rotational, after three years of service on the average. 
Retiring this year are Liisa Nichol, Harold Crookell and Billy Rix, who 
have each served a full three-year term and have each made a 


substantial contribution. The latter two were also previously members 
of the Export Promotion Review Committee, whose work led to the 
formation of the Export Trade Development Board. 


In my Report last year I noted that the trade portfolio had 
proved especially challenging to ministers, having had five incumbents 
in five years. This record has been maintained with the departure of 
Mr. Regan and Mr. Fox and the appointment of Mr. Kelleher. While this 
rate of turnover has the advantage of placing ministers who understand 
the importance of trade to this country, and have had some exposure to 
the complexities of the situation in other portfolios, there are 
nevertheless disadvantages to such a rapid turnover and I believe that, 
on balance, a longer tenure would be desirable. 


The world economy is now recovering from the serious reces-~ 
Sion the impact of which was felt in all countries, but serious 
economic and financial difficulties remain. Many developing countries 
are burdened with heavy debt loads, and correspondingly high interest 
costs which seriously restrict their ability to purchase from others. 
While the Canadian currency has fallen in value in relation to the 
U.S. dollar, it has appreciated against most other currencies, making 
Canadian goods less competitive on world markets. Our exporters face 
intensified competition from other producers whose costs are now 
relatively lower, and who may receive considerable government support 
in one form or another. Faced with this situation we must intensify 
our efforts. The growth in our exports during the last eighteen months 
in the face of these difficulties is encouraging, but much remains to 
be done to secure our position. Both private and public sector parti- 
Cipants must do their full part if we are to continue to increase our 
national standard of living through increased exports. Members of the 
Export Trade Development Board remain dedicated to this goal. 
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CANADA'S EXPORT PERFORMANCE 


Nineteen eighty-three was an improved year for world trade. 
Its value increased by 2% as the global economy started to climb out of 
the recession, which had caused an actual decline in the value of trade 
in 1982. This country's export performance outpaced the world average 
in 1983, as Canadian exports increased by 7.6% on a customs basis. 
While still below the growth rates achieved in the late 1970s and early 
1980s, this was a substantial improvement over the 0:9% increase 
recorded in 1982. As a result, Canada's exports increased to 3.9% of 
total world trade, continuing the recovery from the low point of 3.2% 
reached in 1980. 


It will be difficult to maintain such a large surplus in the 
years ahead, and any reduction would place further pressure on the 


exchange rate. This could lead to higher interest rates which would 
impact adversely on our export competitiveness in the future.

On a geographic basis, between 1982 and 1983 Canadian exports 
increased substantially to the United States, increased marginally to 
Japan, and decreased to the European Economic Community and other 
areas.

These changes reflect the strong demand for automobiles in 
the United States, and the effect of currency movements which saw the 
Canadian dollar strengthening against most other currencies during 
1983, while remaining relatively constant against the U.S. dollar. As 
a result, the proportion of total exports to the United States 
increased from 68.2% in 1982 to 72.9% in 1983, an historically high 
figure and significantly above the average of approximately 67% for the 
past 15 years. Excluding sales to the United States, exports to all 
other countries declined by $2.1 billion in 1983. 


On a sectoral basis, most of the growth in exports occurred 
in Transportation and Communications Equipment (preponderantly in motor 
vehicles). Fabricated Materials, Inedible also increased significant- 
ly, with the largest gain in this sector coming from lumber exports. 
Exports of Machinery and Crude Materials, Inedible declined in 1983, 
with a significant part of the decrease in the latter category result- 
ing from lower natural gas sales to the United States.

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The increase in exports of motor vehicles, engines and parts 
in 1983 was the result of the strong growth of the United States 
economy, and the automotive trade pact between the two countries which 
provides for free trade in this sector as long as certain conditions 
are met by the automobile manufacturers. Had either of these factors 
not been present last year and automotive exports had not increased, 
Canadian export trade would have grown by only $1.7 billion or 2.0%, 
rather than the $6.5 billion and 7.6% increase that was actually 
achieved. 


Two conclusions can be drawn. First, it is clear that this 
country's dependence on the United States as a customer for its 
products is increasing, despite efforts to diversify our sales over the 
years. Given our geographic proximity to the United States, and the 
recent changes in currency values which have made Canadian goods more 
expensive in almost all other countries, such a dependency may be 
inevitable, but does require reassessment from time to time to deter- 
mine if other options are available. Secondly, the very positive 
impact of the free trade arrangement in the automobile sector provides 
Strong support for a move towards expanded free trade arrangements with 
the United States in other sectors, and also with other countries where 
potential benefits can be identified for both parties. 


Although the merchandise balance of trade remained strongly 
positive in 1983, imports increased somewhat more than exports. This 
reflects in the economic recovery in this country, resulting in a 
decline in the total merchandise balance of trade from $16.6 billion in 
1982 to $15.4 billion in 1983.

The substantial increase in the surplus with the United 
States was more than offset by declines in other areas, although it is 
noteworthy that the merchandise balance remained positive with both 
Japan and the European Economic Community. 
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Figures for the first 6 months of 1984 show a trade surplus 
of $9.9 billion on a balance of trade basis, and it is possible that 
the surplus could reach $20 billion for the year. This increase over 
1983 is the result of a combination of lower imports as the Canadian 
economy slows down. Thus, higher exports, while encouraging, cannot be 
viewed as entirely positive. 


ISSUES OF IMPORTANCE TO EXPORTERS 


Among the many topics investigated by the Board during the 
last year, the following were considered to be of sufficient importance 


with respect to export trade to warrant the formation of sub-committees 
to carry out detailed investigations. 


Tax Measures Affecting Export Business (Chairman: Ted Newall) 


As reported previously, the Board recognized early in its 
existence that our exports are affected by the level and type of taxes 
imposed in Canada, relative to those levied on competitors in other 
countries. The Board recommended that the Department of Finance 
sponsor a thorough study of this important issue by an independent 
research organization. Subsequently, the International Business 
Research Centre of the Conference Board of Canada was selected, and 
this process began in September last year. 


The initial phase, which is expected to take about 18 months 
to complete, consists of a detailed examination of a number of specific 
industry sectors. Within each sector the tax treatment of companies in 
Canada and in a selected list of major competing countries will be 
compared. For this phase a firm of public accountants has been 
retained to gather international tax data and provide assistance in 
analyzing the tax simulation of the project. 


The chemical sector has been chosen as the focus of the first 
industrial study, and polyethylene was selected as the representative 
product of the industry. Four other sectors chosen for intensive study 
are forest products, steel, machinery and telecommunications. Informa- 
tion and data gathering, model development and simulation analysis is 
now in the final stages for the chemical sector and completion of this 
study is expected shortly. Work has also just started on the steel and 
forest product sectors. 


Following completion of this first phase, the second phase 
will examine the effect on sectoral export performance of possible 
changes in the Canadian tax regime. This will require examining the 
Canadian economy as an integrated system however, rather than as a 
series of individual sectors. Phase II is expected to take about a 
year to complete. 


Once the results of the work by the Conference Board become 
available, this Board will be making policy recommendations designed to 
overcome any deficiencies that are revealed in the Canadian tax system 
as it bears on our export competitiveness. 
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Aid Trade Relationships (Chairman: Max Drouin) 


The Board welcomed the announcement in the March Budget that 
up to half of the planned growth in Canada's official development 
assistance will be allocated to an Aid-Trade Fund which will be used to 
support an expanded role for companies exporting to or operating in 
developing countries. This is viewed as a very positive step to 
increase aid, and at the same time, enlarge exports and so create more 
jobs in Canada. 


The Board supports this objective very strongly. It intends 
to consult with other representatives of the private sector, including 
both labour and management, in order to develop recommendations regard- 
ing implementation and including the role that might be played by the 
Export Development Corporation in this regard. In general, the Board 
feels that this is an important move to assist economic development in 
third world countries. It believes that the fund should be focussed on 
areas where Canadian equipment, services and commodities meet real 
needs which cannot be supplied from local resources. 


The Board noted with approval the recent formation within the 
Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) of a Business 
Co-operation Branch to provide a more effective interface with the 
business community by providing a focal point for policy development on 
such issues as the Aid-Trade Fund, liaison functions and the industrial 
co-operation program. These developments follow closely 
recommendations made earlier by the Board regarding administration of 
Canada's aid program. 


The Board has been concerned for some time that the procure- 
ment record of Canadian firms with the international financial institu- 
tions (IFIs), such as the World Bank and Asian Development Bank, has 
been low in relation to the funding provided these institutions. 

Recent studies show that Canada placed between 7th and 12th in 
procurement obtained, while this county's contribution levels ranged 
from 2nd to 7th. Canada's ratio of procurement to contribution 
averaged only 66 cents on the dollar, while most competitor countries 
in Europe and Japan, achieved ratios of between $3.46 and $2.04 
respectively. The reasons for such relatively poor performance by 
Canadian firms are being investigated to determine if changes to this 
country's method of contribution (e.g., more co-financing of projects 
with CIDA funds) and staffing with the international institutions could 
result in improvements in Canada's IFI procurement performance. 


Programs and Services of Competitor Countries 


(Chairman: Marcel Desjardins) 


The need for Canadian companies to be supported in export 
markets by government programs and services that are competitive with 
those offered by governments of other developed economies is generally 
accepted. The degree to which this occurs has been the subject of 
study during the last year. 
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A review of existing information resulted in the identifica- 
tion of four major areas to be examined in depth. 


- The flow of information regarding projects to be funded by 
the international financial institutions, to ensure that 
qualified Canadian companies have the opportunity to bid. 


- Co-financing: This is a relatively recent development 
whereby major projects are partly funded by international 
financial institutions and partly from other sources, and 
which now amounts to approximately half of the value of 
multilateral development bank projects. To the extent that 
eligibility for the co-financed portion of the project is 
restricted, this provides a clear advantage to eligible 
companies and erects a major barrier to non-eligible firms. 


- Insurance and Credit: Other countries provide a variety of 
export insurance risk coverage which changes from time to 
time. It is important to remain informed on the current 
Status of these programs and their competitive impact. 


- Taxation: In addition to the major comparitive study 
discussed previously, it is useful to have a source of 
information regarding specific programs such as the DISC 
(Domestic International Sales Corporation) scheme in the 
United States, and the VAT (Valued Added Tax) rebate scheme 
in France and Germany in order to assess their impact on 
competitors' costs. 


Recognizing the importance of these areas, and in view of the 
overlap with the work of other committees, it has been decided to deal 
with them in the appropriate sector studies rather than as a separate 
Subject. 


Canada/U.S. Free Trade (Chairman: Bruce Howe) 


Although existing GATT agreements will result in the gradual 
reduction of tariffs on many products in the years ahead, the recent 
difficult economic conditions have led to an increase in protectionism, 
especially through the implementation of non-tariff barriers. As a 
result, Canadian companies are exposed to fierce international 
competition without the benefit of free access to a large assured 
market as enjoyed by our major competitors. This drawback can be 
overcome by increased access to the U.S. market on an assured basis, 
and the Board welcomes the discussions on sectoral free trade which are 


now in progress. 


The Board considers that the mutual benefits of sectoral free 


trade need carry no threat to the national identity, noting that the 
closer economic ties that have developed in Europe since the formation 
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of the European Economic Community have caused no cultural or political 
integration. All the available evidence suggests that the benefits of 
free trade can be obtained without compromising the integrity of the 
country and the national identity. 


The question of safeguards is an important issue and will 
require the selection of sectors where Canada has at least an equal 
economic position to allow its industries the opportunity to grow in a 
free-trade environment. Consequently the selection of sectors for 
potential free-trade arangements is an aspect which the Board will be 
considering. 


The key issue for Canada is how it can best manage its 
affairs within the framework of increasing economic integration. The 
Board will pay particular attention to strategic options for securing 
dependable and preferential access to the U.S. market, and appropriate 
consultative mechanisms to provide a thorough examination of the impact 
of these options on each industry sector. 


Export Financing (Chairman: Ben Beneteau) 


The international capital projects market has continued to be 
intensely competitive and difficult for Canadian suppliers during the 
last year, compounded by the appreciation of our dollar against almost 
all other countries except that of the U.S. 


While the Board is not in favour of subsidization of domestic 
industry it feels that in export markets the government must be 
prepared to provide assistance comparable to that offered by competing 
countries. The increasing number of instances in which the Export 
Development Corporation (EDC) has supported companies facing 
concessionary financing offers on overseas projects, which in aggregate 
exceeded $2 billion last year, is noted as a positive indication of 
EDC's efforts to help exporters. 


Export Education and Awareness (Chairman: Dianne Hall) 


Last year saw the inauguration of the Canada Export Awards 
Program and the designation of the month of October as Canada Export 
Trade Month, both developments which were wholeheartedly endorsed by 
the Board. The importance of exports to the Canadian economy was 
promoted during Canada Export Trade Month by means of advertising, 
newspaper supplements, seminars, displays, conferences and other 
activities. 


The results of these activities were reviewed, and the Board 
has recommended that Canada Export Trade Month become an annual event 
to be held in the fall, in order to improve the general awareness of 
the importance of exports to Canada. 
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Fifteen companies, ranging in size from small to large, were 
selected as the first recipients of Export Awards, based on their 
recent excellent performance. The Awards were presented at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Export Association. Award winners are listed 
in Appendix IV. 


The Board also feels that a clearing house is needed to dis- 
seminate information on programs and seminars on a regular basis, and 
suggested that an Information Centre under the auspices of the Inter- 
national Business Research Centre of the Conference Board of Canada 
could undertake this co-ordinating function. The Centre is now in the 
process of being established and will be fully operational within the 
next few months. 


During the spring and early summer several members of the 
Board gave support and advice to the Canadian Foundation for Economic 
Education in respect to the preparation of course material for use at 
the high school level in Canada. Major funding for this project was 
provided by the Department of External Affairs. The course material, 
expected to be available this fall, is intended to introduce students 
to Canada's role in international trade and the importance exports play 
in our economy. 


Another recommendation by the Board was to include labour 
representatives in appropriate government trade missions, both at the 
federal and provincial level, in order to broaden the representation on 
missions and enhance the level of awareness of the situation in export 
markets. 


Trade Commissioner Services (Chairman: Bill Rix) 


Concerns had been raised as to whether the quality and 
effectiveness of the services provided by Trade Commissioners to 
Canadian exporters had changed since the reorganization in January 
1982, which moved trade responsibilities from the former department of 
Industry, Trade and Commerce to External Affairs. 


Recently, the Canadian Export Association and the Canadian 

Chamber of Commerce jointly polled their members to determine percep- 
tions of changes in the level of service. In general terms the results 
of this survey were reassuring. Seventy percent of those replying said 
that the service was the same or better since integration, while only 
ten percent believed that the level of service had declined. However, 
some problems remain. There are indications of deterioration in infor- 
mation flows from the posts to the business community, and the length 
of postings in certain "hardship" locations remains too short for 
effective results. Further investigations will be made in these areas. 
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Countertrade (Chairman: Grant Warner) 


The Board had earlier recommended the establishment of a 
Countertrade Information Centre under the auspices of the Canadian 
Export Association and with the support of the Canadian Manufacturers 
Association. As a result of this, the Department of External Affairs 
has commenced a detailed evaluation of countertrade and the information 
requirements of the private sector within the framework of a broad 
policy review of the subject. At this time, therefore, no action has 
been taken on this recommendation. 


Trade-in-services (Chairman: Camille Dagenais) 


There is an emerging international interest in this area, 
which is of considerable potential importance for Canadian exports. 
Consequently the Board has begun to identify areas of importance for 
the service sector, existing Canadian trade development activity, and 
barriers to trade-in-services. 


The major importance of the service sector to British export 
earnings has caused considerable emphasis on the desirability of 
liberalization of trade-in-services in that country. Services cover a 
broad range of items, and liberalization raises a number of issues, 
both sectoral and non-sectoral. Although trade-in-services does not 
represent as large a part of the economy in Canada as it does in 
certain other countries it is, nevertheless, a significant subject and 
one which is expected to become more important in the future. It is 
expected that pressures will build for lower barriers on services 
between the U.S. and Canada. It appears likely that this area will 
also eventually become the subject of multilateral negotiations, and 
the current preparatory work by the Board should be useful in helping 
to establish a Canadian position. 


East Coast Fisheries (Chairman: Basil Blades) 


Following representation by members of the New Brunswick 
Trade Development Board regarding their concerns over the apparent 
direction of federal policy with respect to fish marketing, the Board 
has examined this subject. The increase in relative value of the 
United States and Canadian currencies has made it much more difficult 
to market Canadian fish profitably in Europe, Latin America and the 
Caribbean, while resulting in increased competition from European 
countries in the large United States market. As a result, many 
companies are experiencing serious financial difficulties. The large 
number of people employed by the fishing industry in the maritime 
provinces justifies some kind of government assistance. 
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Historically, the fishing industry has experienced similar 
depressed periods on about a seven-year cycle. In recent times minimal 
government assistance designed to help the industry survive until the 
cycle reverses, has been provided at the lowest cost to taxpayers. It 
now appears that considerable government involvement may be 
contemplated, including the establishment of a Canadian Seafood 
Marketing Board (sometimes referred to as Fishagrex). The Board is 
opposed to the formation of any such organization, and recommends 
instead the provision of assistance along more traditional lines, 
intended only to maintain the viability of the most severely affected 
portions of the fishing industry until the market conditions improve. 
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FUTURE ACTIVITIES 


After three years, the method of operation of the Board has 
evolved into a process which appears to be most appropriate for present 
conditions. The backlog of urgent topics that required prompt atten- 
tion during the initial period has now been largely dealt with, and 
during the past year the Board has been able to focus its attention on 
a more limited number of broader policy issues. 


It is expected that this method of operation will continue to 
be utilized in the coming years, although there will undoubtedly be 
Specific situations which will require immediate attention. The use of 
sub-committees to address major topics has proven most satisfactory, 
and this process will be continued. Two day meetings will be held 
annually in the West and in the East, with the remaining four meetings 
taking place in a central location. 


Important subjects which will be the focus of considerable 
attention in the coming year include sectoral free trade, liberaliza- 
tion of trade-in-services, the proposed Aid-Trade Fund and the use of 
Canadian flag vessels for exports. Each of these has the potential of 
making a significant impact on future trade development, and requires 
careful study. The Board also considers the coming year to be an 
appropriate time to re-examine the position of the Trade Ministry 
within the overall government organizational framework, now that some 
experience has been gained with the present structure. 


The Board continues to seek input from all interested parties 
On these and any other export related subjects. Presentations by 
industry groups, provincial governments and others during the last year 
are listed in Appendix III. Such presentations provide a valuable 
opportunity for the exchange of information and opinions, and members 
look forward to a continuation of this process during the coming year.
